ſpeaking of the peaceable Kingdom of Chriſt, that was to come, 

he ſaith, Thy ſballnot hurt, nor deftroy in all my holy Adountasn ; 
for the Earth fhall be full of the Knowledge of the Lord, as the Waters cover 
the Sea. Sothis was a Prophecy of that Day to come; it was not in 
the Dayes of /ſaiah. 

But Mark, /z T H A T Day (when the Earth ſuall be full of the 
Knowledge of the Lord, as the Waters cover the Sea) In that Day there 
ſhall be a Root of Fefſe, which ſhall ſtand for an Entign of the people, to 
it (to wit, this Enſign) ſhall the Gentiles ſeek, and their Ref ſhall be 
Gl riorzs, Now many of the Gentiles have found this Glorious Reſt, and 
this Enſign; and to this Enſign de the people gather, and cannot for- 
ſakeit; andall the Warryers in the World cannot pluck down this En- 
fign, nor take it from the people with their Carnal Weapons. 

Now this is the day of Chriſt in his New Covenant of Light, Life and 
Grace, in which the Earth ſhall be full of the Knowledge of the Lord, as 
the Vaters docover the Sea [Mark] The Farth (hall be full of the Know- 
ledge of the Lord. So then the Earth is not Empty, when it-is full of the 
Knowledge of the Lord. And the Knewledge of the Lord ſhal COVER 
the Earth; it ſhall not only be Full of it, but it ſhall cover the Earth, 
fo as the Earth thall not be teen.

ſo that the Earth cannot be ſeen) then there is noaneed of the Priefts, 
or Teachers Lips to preſerve the Peoples Knowledge; for that was only 
uſed in the Ol Covenant unter Moſes; and whilſt he was read the peo- 
ple was under thc Vail. An4 therefore Ci:riſt abolithed rhe firſt Prieft- 
hood with his /a:/,who had his T\ thes for his Work and Service, whole 
Lips were topreſerve the Peoples Knowledge; that was the People of the 
"nts that particular Nation. But Chriſt in the New Covenant is the 
realure of Wi/dom and Kr owledge; to thatin this Day of Ehrift, the 
Root of Feſſ+ ſhall Rand up as an Enſign for the people; and the Gex-

And God hath given Chriſt for a New Covenant to the fews, not ac- 
cording to the O!d, and for a Covenant of Light, to enlighten the 
Gentilesalſo, who is God's Salvation to the Ends of the Earth: That 
ſo in this Day of Chrift (and Salvation) who is a High-Pricft, Holy 
and Harmleſs, and Separate from Sinners, made higher then.the Hea«+ 
vens, who is the Treafure of Wiſdom and Knowledge 3 he/takes away 
the Vail of Moſes,and takes away the Vail and-Covering; that hath been 
ſpread over all Nations, So it is Chrift that fills the Earth with Raow- 
ledge, and that the Knowledge of the Lord ſhall cover the Earth, as the 
Waters do the Sea; fo that in this Knowledge, toknow God and Chriſt 
Jeſus whom ke hath ſent, is Eternal Life. 

So this High-Prieft, Chriſt Feſws his Work is beyoud the Fews High- 
Prieſts, whele Lips were to preſerve the Jewiſh Nation's Knowledge, for 
C hriſt the Treaſnre of Wiſdom and Knowledge fills the whole Earth 
with Knowledge; and covers the Earth with the Knowledge of God, as 
the VV aters cover the Sea, inhis Day of the New-Covernant.

new covenant to teach people to know the Lord; no, not from theleaſt to 
the greateſt of them. For God hath written his Law in their Hearts and 
put it in their Minds, in the Days of this new covenant; and they are 
God's people, and he is their God, and they all know him from the 
greateſt to the leaſt of them: Ssthat this new covenant is not according 
to the 7ews old covevant, amongſt that particular Nation of tke Fews, 
whe had a Tribe of Prieſts and Levites, whole Lips were to preſerve the 
peoples Knowledge, for which they had their Tythes. But Chriſt is come 
in his New Covenant, and hath taken away the Firſt Covenant, and abo- 
liſhed it, and diffannulled the Commandment that gave him his Tythes ; 
and eſtabliſhes the Second and Everlaſting Covenant, where all ſhall be 
taught of God, and faith to them that declared this New Covenant, and 
preached his Golpel, freely you have received, freely give z, and they were 
to go and declare this without Bag or Staff. | 
Sointhe New Covenant they had no need of Purſe, Silver, Bag or

' which dringeth Salvation, hath appeared unto all men to teach them : 


and Salvation is Good News and Glad Tidings, bein 


And Chriſt Coth enlighten every Man that cometh into the World, with 
the Life in him, the Word, by which all things were made to believe in, 
and io give them Knowledge. So this High- Prieſt is he, that filleth 
and covereth the Earth with the Knowledpe of the Lerd, as the Waters co- 
ver the Sea, {othat the Earth ſhall not belicen; and ſo he both gizes 
and preſerves the peoples krrowledge, And in thele Days of Chriſt, inhis 
New Covcnant, God poureth out his Spirit upon all Fleſh, te Inſtruc, 
Teach and Lead them, by which Spirit Sons and Danghters may Propheſie, 
and the Old Men may dream Dreams,and the Young Men and Hand-maids 
and Servants may ſeeViſiens by the Spirit which God hath poured upon 


them, & hath given them a Spiritual Knowledge, & which Spirit reveals 


the Things of God unto them, and leads them into all Truth. For inthe 
old covenant the Lord poured out his Spirit npon the Houle of //rael, 
and gave them of his good Spirit to Inflrut them, though they rebel- 
led againſt it 3 but in his Ncw Covenant, which is not according to the 
Old, he pours out of his Spirit not only upon the Fews, but upon all 
Flefh of other Nations, as wellas the 7ews, that all Fleſh may fee the 
Glory of God, and ſee their Salvation. For the Lord faith, in /ſa. 
49. 26. All fleſh ſhall know, that I the Lerd am thy Saviour and Redeem- 
er, the Mighty One of Jacob. And again, in //s. 40. 5. the Lord ſaith, 
Every Valley ſhall be exalted, andevery Monntam and Hitt ſhall be made 
low, and the crooked ſhall be made ſtreight, and the Rough plain, andthe 
Glory of the Lord ſhall be revealed, all fleſh ſhall ſee ut together, for the 
Mouth of the Lord hath ffckenit. And is not this the Goſpel Day ot 
Chrift in his New Covenant? and muſt it net be fulfilled ? but your 
Moeuntains and HiBs muſt be laid down, and your crooked Wayes and 
Natures muſt be made ſtreight,ſmooth and plain, before this Glory of the 
Lord be revealed, and that all Fleſh come tolſee it. 

And in Luke 3.6. its ſaid, all Fleſh, where he ſpeaks of the fulfiling 
of 1/a. 46. how Al! fleſh ſhall ſee the Salvation of God. Again, 1/a. 66. 
18,26. the Lord ſaith, Al! flefh ſhall cometo VVor ſhip before me: And 
the Lord ſaith, It fhall come to paſs, that 1 will gather all Nations and 
Tongues, and they ſhall come and ſee my Glory, and 1 will ſet him for 4 
Sign among them, ſpeaking of Chriſt. And the Lord faith, {5 Peoples 
Wilderneſs ſhall be like Eden, and their Deſart as the Garden of the Lord, 
Ia. 51.3. And arenot theſe the Days of the New Covenant, and to 
be fulfilled ?
